Delaware Valley’s Wealth and Outlets 
for British Exporters

HINGS ARE CHANGING in the Delaware River Valley. The corer of heavy machinery i 

the keynote of an industrial boom, which offers new opportunities for British manufacturers 

of machinery and industrial supplies. All along the Valley and further inland woods and 
cornfields are giving ground to steel mills, oil refineries and metal-using industries, Steel led the 
way, and now hard on its heels come allied industries and services which depend on steel, To-day 
practically every branch of American industry is represented in the factories that line the Valley 
and produce 7,000 million dollars worth of goods annually. 

The Delaware River Valley is well placed for industrial growth. Coal to the power is 
not far distant; as for markets, one-third of the population of the entire United is concentrated 
within a radius of 300 miles of Philadelphia; and there is room for development. Low- 
available on either side of a long navigable channel.

This transformation of the Delaware Valley into a steel centre in 
easy reach of the mass markets of New York, Philadelphia and Balti- 
more is also attracting steel-using industries of many kinds into the 
area: so much so that metals and metal-product industries have become 
the mainstay of the regional economy and already support 40 per 
cent. of the employed population. Everything is made here from wire 
products to aircraft.

Oil Refining, Petrochemicals and Chemicals 


Philadelphia and = other ports of the Delaware Valley combine 
to form the largest oil importing centre in the United States. The 
refineries, strung out along the river bank, all have costly expansion 
programmes under way. They in turn have promoted the growth 
of an important petrochemical industry. Of prime importance, too, 
is the chemical industry which has strongly bedded roots in the past 
and is to-day constantly extending its activities into allied fields. 
Besides the traditional production of industrial chemicals and 
explosives there is a steady increase in the manufacture of plastic 
products and of a variety of artificial fibres. E.I. du Pont de Nemours 
& Company, of Wilmington, plan to spend $70,000,000 on extensions 
by 1960. 

Other large chemical combines in the area include Allied Chemical 
& Dye Corporation, Atlas Powder Company, Hercules Powder 
Company, Pennsylvania Salt Manufacturing Company and Rohm & 
Haas Company. The availability of basic chemicals has encouraged 
a flourishing pharmaceutical industry. Among the better known firms 
are Sharp & Dohme, Smith, Kline & French Laboratories and Wyeth 
Laboratories, all of whom have announced substantial plant extensions. 


Electronics and Other Industries 


Although not the leading electronic centre in the United States, 
the Delaware Valley can point with pride to a highly developed 
industry based on a group of internationally known combines. 
R.C.A. have a huge plant in Camden in which they will invest 
$60,000,000 in the next four years, and Philco Corporation of Phila- 
delphia have a $28,000,000 expansion scheme in hand. General 
Electric are constructing a new plant in Valley Forge, just west of 
Philadelphia at a cost of $36,000,000 

By their side flourish several older, less spectacular industries. 
While some textile firms have moved South in search of cheaper 
labour, there is still a vigorous knitwear and hosiery industry centred 
in Reading, Pennsylvania. The clothing industry is also represented. 
Other important industries are sugar refining, food processing (soup, 
chocolates and biscuits), paper, leather, hemp and cork products. 

Philadelphia is the fastest-growing port in the United States 
and its hinterland contains the largest concentration of productive 
capacity and wealth in the world. Confidence in the future is expressed 
in the following investment programme over the next four years: 
the Philadelphia Electric Company, $900,000,000; the Bell Telephone 
Company, $350,000,000; the Atlantic Refining Company, 
$180,000,000; the 1 Delaware Power & Light Company, $120,000,000 ; 
Gulf Oil » $110,000,000. As many as 280 firms are said 
to be looking for factory sites, and by 1960 an influx of 250,000 people 
is expected. 


Opportunities for British Exports 


The Delaware Age is, in fact, gaining recognition as the workshop 
for the rich East Coast consumer markets. The opportunities for 
ig are both many and varied. An increasing business,

THE SIZE AND VALUE of Italy’s imports has gone up steadily 
for the past five years. The most remarkable rises have been in 
chemical products and in raw materials for the iron and steel and 
metal working industries; but imports of all kinds of machinery — 
especially textile machinery-occupy an important place, while 
radioactive isotopes and day-old chicks, rags for breaking up and 
plastic materials of almost every sort, all offer increasingly interesting 
markets. The presence of several thousand United States personnel 
both at Naples and Verona provides separate and interesting openings 
both for mail-order business and for sales of motor cars. A number 
of foreign firms are taking advantage of these, sometimes through 
local agents appointed specially for this purpose. 


Big Industrial Developments 


The reasons for Italy’s increased imports lie in industrial develop- 
ment (the index of industrial output is still going steadily up); the 
discovery of oil in worth-while quantities in Sicily; a rising standard 
of living (though it is still low in many parts of the south); and a large 
tourist industry which is reported to have brought in £150 million 
in 1956, and can normally be relied on to keep the balance of pay- 
ments on the right side. 


New shipyards are being built at Leghorn and Spezia and other 
industries are being developed in that area as well as around Syracuse 
in Sicily, to name only two examples. Near Syracuse, recently, work 
on no less than seventeen projects was going on simultaneously, 
apart from work under NATO contracts. Other industrial develop- 
ments are taking place near Naples, outside Rome, and at Anzio and 
elsewhere in the south; and out of the latest International Bank 
Development Loan, which amounted to 74 million dollars, 25 million 
dollars are to be spent on industrial projects in Southern Italy, 
including a fruit and vegetable cannery, a chipboard factory, a chemi- 
cal fertilizer plant, two glass factories, two automobile assembly 
plants, two cement factories, and one for polyethylene and special 


cements. Shipbuilding is booming, there has been a steady increase 
in hire-purchase sales, especially of things like wireless and tele- 
vision sets, refrigerators and other electrical domestic appliances 
{although some firms, both Italian and foreign, have been too ambi- 
tious and are now over-extended). 

Two other possibilities are worth mentioning. A few big Italian 
firms have been very successful in the past year with foreign tenders, 
but they cannot always obtain in Italy the equipment and machinery 
needed to carry them out. At the other end of the scale, American 
Forces PX stores are proving a very profitable outlet for those who 
have been able to establish a connection with them. 


United Kingdom Share of Competitive Trade 


Judged on the figures alone, and whatever may be the case for 
certain trades, the total United Kingdom share of this increased 
Italian trade is satisfactory. In spite of the fact that we are now 
shipping far less coal and coke than we did, the United Kingdom’s 
share of total Italian imports is going up 

But others are doing better. Culmuaae*a share is about three times 
as much as ours and is increasing at the same percentage rate, which 
means that in absolute figures Germany is leaving us well behind. 
It is not always easy to see why this is. There are very few specific 
restrictions remaining on the free import of United Kingdom — 
and difficulties which arise from time to time are largely of local 
origin, and settled locally. Special difficulties sometimes arise out 
of Italian price-fixing or out of the assistance given, for example, 
to Italian farmers in buying Italian ae ae ors and machinery, 
but these difficulties apply equally “e~:

while sales of manufactured goods from the United Kingdom are 
undoubtedly going up, the volume of complaints recorded about 
British goods or the treatment of Italian firms by their British sup- 
pliers is abnormally large. 


How to Improve our Share 

What can we do to improve our sales performance and to reduce 
the volume of complaints? First and foremost the answer is hard 
work, good public relations and competitive prices; to make the most 
of existing trade, to seek openings in the new markets which -are 
beginning to appear in Italy, and to avoid giving offence by an offhand 
manner. There are three main lines of approach: 

(a) Greater attention could be paid to outlying districts where the 
returns in new business will be smaller in proportion to the 
effort involved than in the main centres. This will involve 
checking the sub-agency arrangements made by the principal 
representatives or distributors. 

(b) Greater attention to detail and to the suitability of United King- 
dom goods for the Italian market. Personal visits and investiga- 
tion of the possibilities. 

(c) Attention to our public relations with Italy in order to correct 
the i ion that we do not pay sufficient attention to this 
market and to »revent complaints arising which are purely due to 
psychological differences between the English and the Italians. 

To deal with the psychological aspect first; I have seen one of the 
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players in a football game left lying on the ground, apparently 
knocked out; the game was stopped, he was prodded, shaken, his 
legs flexed—he remained unconscious. Finally, two players set 
him on his feet, his captain patted him on the cheek and spoke to 
him kindly, and he came to life and went on playing. It was only a 


matter of finding the right treatment. So if your customer, or your 
agent, in Italy behaves oddly or makes extravagant complaints which 
you are sure are unjustified, do not necessarily assume that he is up 
to something: he may have some other cause for complaint which 
you would not suspect. Treat him kindly, visit him if it is humanly 
possible, and you may find out what is wrong; but even if you don’t 
find out the reason for them, the complaints will probably cease, 
unless there is solid ground for them. 


Neglected Areas

plates, loaded down with hardware or domestic appliances, running 
from town to town. 

Again, the Adriatic coast in the heel of Italy, centred around Bari, 
which has a population of some four million, is potentially a rich 
area and is being further developed by land reclamation schemes, 
and is buying increasing quantities of consumer goods; but it is 
very lightly covered from the United Kingdom point of view and is 
left almost entirely to a few sub-agents in Bari, with little direct 
attention from their principals. 

Traditionally — and often wisely too — foreign manufacturers 
appoint an agent or distributor in the north and leave it to him to 
cover the whole country. In eight or nine cases out of ten this will 
produce quite satisfactory business, because the bulk of the market 
is within easy reach. But it will not get the maximum out of the 
market, if, as can happen, the northern firm is content with the 
fairly easy market near at hand, or does not feel that the extra business 
to be obtained will justify the effort or the expense required to cover 
the country fully. It is even sometimes suggested that an agent in 
the north does not wish to see a sub-agent in the south doing a lar 
volume of business, even if the possibilities are there, since it id 
throw doubt on his own capacity or energy. There are good firms 
in other parts of Italy, who would be on their mettle to show that 
they can do better than their rivals in Milan, and for many lines of 
business there is no real reason, apart from accessibility and the 
greater choice available, to appoint an agent in the north. There are 
many first-class firms in Rome, but surprisingly few represent British 
firms ; even in more out of the way places there are some excellent 
firms who would be capable of covering the whole country and 
are keen to deal with the United Kingdom, 


Special Treatment 


And lastly, special treatment. Plainly, it would be uneconomic to 
modify large-scale production plans for an article which will only 
sell in hundreds in cam Yet an additional attachment may make the 
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difference between sale and no sale; a consignment of excellent 
refrigerators is failing to sell at all for lack of a shelf inside the door.

More THAN 5,000 people visited the British Council’s exhibition 
of 3,300 British books in Milan from March 14 to 24 and reports 
indicate that substantial orders for British books have been placed 
with local booksellers.

Provisional Figures of United Kingdom Trade in March 


AS ANNOUNCED by the President of the Board of Trade in his 
speech in the Budget Debate on April 10, the value of United Kingdom 
exports in March was £296-9 million, {2 million more than the highest 
figure previously recorded (October 1956). This brought the monthly 
average for exports in the first quarter of 1957 to £278-7 million. 
After allowing for the silver bullion repayments this year to the 
United States, the increase over the first quarter of 1956 was 7 per 
cent. 


Imports in March amounted to £361-7 million. The monthly 
average of imports for the first quarter was £352-9 million, 7} per 
cent, more than in the first quarter of 1956. Arrivals delayed through 
diversion round the Cape probably accounted for about one-half of 
this increase. 

Re-exports in March were £16-4 million, the highest figure since 
March 1952. In the first quarter, however, re-exports averaged {13-0 
— a month, 5 per cent. less than in the corresponding period 
of 1956. 

The excess of imports valued c.i.f. over exports and re-exports 
valued f.o.b. was £48-5 million in March. The monthly average in 
the first quarter was {61:2 million, £5 million more than in the 
corresponding period of 1956. But this comparison is distorted by 
shipping dislocation about the turn of the year, due to the closing of 
the Suez Canal; the monthly average for the five months, November 
1956 to March 1957, was £47 million, £124 million lower than in the 
corresponding period a year earlier.

Exports to North America 


United Kingdom exports to North America in March amounted to

million, 12} per cent, more than in the first quarter of 1956. 


Exports to the United States were £22-1 million in March. Exclud- 
ing silver bullion repayments, the monthly average for exports in the 
first quarter was £19-4 million, an increase of 15 per cent. over the 
first quarter of 1956. 


Exports to Canada rose to £14-1 million in March from the season- 
ally low level of the two previous months. The monthly average for 
exports in the first quarter was £12-6 million, 8 per cent. more than 
in the corresponding period of 1956.

U.K. Position in March Operations 
of E.P.U. 


THE EUROPEAN PAYMENTS UNION settlement for the month of 
March 1957 has now taken place. The operation disclosed a United 
Kingdom net deficit for the month of £3,009,286 (8,426,000 units of 
account equivalent to the United States dollar). This deficit has been 
settled as to 75 per cent. by a gold payment by the United Kingdom 
to the Union, and as to 25 per cent. by the granting of credit to the 
United Kingdom by the Union. 

Further payments as shown below have also been made in respect 
of the special repayments agreed between the United Kingdom and 
certain other countries with the object of reducing the United Kingdom 
debt to E.P.U.

Index of Retail Prices in March 


Ar March 12, 1957, the official index figure, which measures changes 
in the average level of retail prices compared with the level at January 
17, 1956 (taken as 100), was 104, the same figure as at February 12. 
Calculated to one decimal, the March index was 104-1 compared with 
104-3 for February. 

Between Februsry 12 and March 12 there were marked reductions 
in the average prices of bacon and tomatoes and smaller reductions 
in the average prices of fish and eggs. These changes more than offset 
small increases in the average prices of some other items, including 
bread, mutton and lamb, and draught beer.*

Import Duties Drawback on Goat Skins 
and Soya Beans 


THE TREASURY have made the Import Duties (Drawback) (No. 6) 
Order, 1957, which increases, from 4}d. to 54d. per skin, the rate of 
drawback allowable in respect of Customs duty paid on certain goat 
skins which are manufactured into complete skins of dressed leather 
and exported in that form. 


The Order comes into operation on April 23, and has been published 
as Statutory Instruments 1957, No. 661. 


The Treasury have also made the Import Duties (Drawback) 
(No. 7) Order, 1957, which substantially reproduces, in consolidated 
form, the existing schemes for the allowance of drawback of Customs 
duty paid on soya beans used in the manufacture of exported soya 
bean oil and soya bean flour, but reduces, from 6} tons to 5-95 tons, 
the quantity of soya beans to be taken into account in calculating the 
amount of drawback allowable in respect of each ton of exported 
soya bean oil. 


The Order comes into operation on April 23, and has been published 
as Statutory Instruments 1957, No. 662. The orders are obtainable 
from H.M. Stationery Office, Kingsway, London, W.C.2, and 
branches, price 2d. (by post 4d.), and 3d. (by post 5d.), respectively. 


Decreased Output in Manufacturing Industry 


The President of the Board of Trade, Sir David Eccles, was asked 
in the House of Commons on April 11, to state the percentage increase 
or decrease in productivity in British manufacturing industry between 
October 1955 and October 1956. 


He replied that comparisons based on short periods of time were 
not significant, but for the whole year 1956 output in manufacturing 
industry was 1-2 per cent. less than in 1955 and there was a slight rise 
in the numbers employed, so that output per man-year decreased by 
about 2 per cent. 


Disposal of Government Stockpile of Softwood

Sewing machines of a kind used for domestic purposes remain charge- 
able at 30 per cent.; those designed for operation by electricity under 
Group 12 (b) (ii), as hitherto, and hand or treadle operated machines under 
the following new paragraph of Group 12: 

‘(m) sewing machines not designed for casi by 
electricity : ; . 30 per cent.’ 

Date of Operation. — The alterations apply ‘only to goods which are 
delivered on sale by a registered manufacturer or wholesaler, or appropriated 
by him to retail trade or other taxable purposes, on or after April 10, 1957, 
and to imported goods entered with the Customs or delivered from bonded 
warehouse for home use on or after that date. In the case of sales by registered 
to unregistered persons the alterations apply to goods actually despatched 
on or after April 10 irrespective of the date when the goods were ordered 
or invoiced. 

Goods delivered before April 10 by a registered person under a taxable 
sale (e.g. to his unregistered customers) and appropriated before that 
date by a registered person to retail trade or other taxable purposes (e.g. 
office use or hire purchase) are not affected by the tax alterations. In the 
case of goods becoming chargeable at a lower rate, it is not open to registered 
persons to take back goods which they have sold to their unregistered custom- 
ers, of appropriated to their own retail branches, and claim credit for the 
tax in respect of them with a view to their re-delivery at the lower rate. 

Existing Contracts. -— Section 24 of the Finance Act, 1948, enables 
contract prices to be adjusted, in certain circumstances, in respect of goods 
affected by these alterations.

Smaller Increase During 1956 than in 1955 


THE FINAL ESTIMATE of the change in the total value of stocks 
and work in progress held by manufacturing industry during the last 
quarter of 1956, based on returns received from companies contributing 
to the Board of Trade’s quarterly inquiry, is of an increase of about 
1} per cent. This increase is slightly higher than the provisional 
estimate of an increase of about 1 per cent. which was published in 
the Board of Trade Journal of March 16, 1956, and is about the same 
as the increase during the third quarter of 1956. 


Between the beginning and end of 1956 the quarterly inquiry 
indicates an increase of about 10 per cent. in the total value of stocks 
compared with one of 13 per cent. shown by the inquiry between 
the beginning and end of 1955. In both years the major part of the 
increase took place in the first half of the year and during 1956 over 
two-thirds of the increase was during the first half of the year. This 
may be due to underlying seasonal influences, but it is not possible 
at present to assess the extent of the seasonal pattern in stock changes, 
Index numbers of the quarterly changes in the total value of stocks 
and work in progress are given in table 1. 

The opportunity has been taken, with the availability of the pro- 
visional results of the census of production for 1955, to use the 
estimates of the level of stocks at the end of 1955 obtained from that 
census as a benchmark for the quarterly series and the index numbers 
are now given on the base end-1955 = 100. The index numbers are 
now shown to the nearest first place of decimals. As will be evident from 
the comments below, these index numbers are unlikely to be accurate 
to this degree but they are shown in this way to avoid concealing 
smal! changes from quarter to quarter. 


Annual Changes and the Quarterly Series 


As was explained in the first article in this series, the purpose of 
the quarterly inquiry is to provide, as quickly as possible after the 
end of each quarter, indications of the changes that have taken place 
in the value of stocks held by manufacturing industry, and the inquiry 
has been limited to a relatively small number of manufacturing 
companies who are able to give figures of the value of their stocks and 
work in progress shortly after the end of each quarter. These companies 
were not chosen by probability sampling but as being among the 
larger stockholders in the various industries in the manufacturing field, 
and this may introduce an element of bias in the results. 

This is probably the most important reason why the changes in 
the value of stocks shown by the inquiry have, in the past, been 
slightly different from those shown by the annual censuses of produc- 
tion. The censuses cover in some years all companies operating in 
manufacturing industry, and in others a more representative selection 
than is included in the quarterly inquiry. 

While, therefore, the quarterly inquiry serves to give a preliminary 
measure of the annual changes in manufacturing industry’s stocks for 
the latest year, its primary purpose is to give up-to-date indications 
of the quarterly changes, and the published results of the census 
should be taken as giving a better estimate of the annual changes for 
earlier years. In order, however, that the quarterly changes may be 
compared with those during earlier years, which are on a comparable 
basis, these articles will in future show quarterly changes during the 
current year and those duritig the past two completeyears, the former 
of which (in the case of this article, 1955) may be slightly different 
from that shown by the census of production. 

Among other factors which may in some years contribute to these 
differences are two which represent slight differences of timing and 


coverage between the two sources. First, companies contributing to 
the quarterly inquiry show the value of their stocks at the end of each 
calendar quarter and the annual changes consequently represent 
changes over the calendar year. Many companies, however, make 
returns to the census of production relating to their own financial 
year, and although the average for these years is very close to the 
calendar year the changes shown by the census may sometimes be 
slightly different from those during the calendar year. Secondly, 
returns made to the quarterly inquiry by companies holding large 
stocks in bond in most cases include all these stocks, whereas stocks 
in bond are at present included in the census of production only to 
the small extent to which stocks are held in bond at the manufacturing 
establishments included in the scope of the census. 


The quarterly inquiry showed an increase in the total value of 
stocks and work in progress of 13 per cent. during 1955 while the 
provisional results of the census of production showed an increase of 
10} per cent. It is, of course, impossible to assess the extent to which 
the difference between the two sources is due to the various factors 
mentioned above. It is known, however, that most iron and steel 
companies made returns to the census of production for the year ended 
September 30, 1955. If information for this period instead of that for 
the calendar year 1955 is used in calculating the annual changes from 
the quarterly inquiry the effect is to reduce the increase to about 
12 per cent. The extent and direction of differences in timing on the 
changes shown by the two sources will not, of course, necessarily 
be the same in future years. 

A number of additional companies have been providing figures of 
their stocks each quarter since the beginning of 1956 and the stocks 
held by all contributing companies now account for over 40 per cent. 
of the total value of stocks held by manufacturing industry. This 
compares with less than a third accounted for by companies originally 
contributing to the inquiry on which the changes during 1955 are 
based. It is hoped that this improvement in the coverage of the 
quarterly inquiry has increased the accuracy of the results, but it 
must be emphasized that cormpanies holding small amounts of stocks, 
whose experience may well differ from that of the larger companies, 
are hardly represented in the inquiry. 


New Series 


In view of the improvement in the coverage of the inquiry, it has 
been decided to show the quarterly changes in the value of manu- 
facturers’ stocks in more detail, and a new series of index numbers is 
given in table 2. Although experience indicates that these increases 
should show broadly the direction and magnitude of changes in the 
value of stocks, they are unlikely to be as accurate as the indices of 
the total value of stocks shown in table 1, and it must be emphasized 
that the remarks above on the representativeness of the quarterly 
inquiry and the other reasons leading to differences between the 
changes it shows and those shown by the censuses of production 
apply with even greater force to these new series. 

In addition it should be noted that companies representing about 
a sixth of the total value of stocks returned by companies contributing 
to the quarterly inquiry are unable to show separately the value of 
their stocks of materials and fuel, work in progress, and finished goods. 
The indices for these components of total stocks shown in table 2 are, 
therefore, based on a somewhat smaller proportion of the stocks held 
by manufacturing industry than are the other indices. 


It should also be noted that the indices relating to the three com-

ponents of total stocks are based on information returned under these ~- 
headings by contributing companies and that, for example, items Sst into 
similar to those included as finished goods in the returns of many 
companies will be included as materials in the returns of other accou nt 
companies. These indices therefore, relate to changes in stocks of 

materials and fuel, work in progress, and finished goods which are 
regarded as such by contributing companies. 

The series show that the greatest increase during 1956 was by 
companies operating in the metal manufacturing, engineering, ship- 
building and vehicle industries and that companies operating in the 
food, drink, and tobacco industries showed a small decrease. They 
also show that although each of the three components of total stocks 
showed an increase during the year, the increase in the value of finished 
goods was much greater than that in materials and fuel.

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Hosiery Industry Statistics for 1956 


THE VOLUME OF PRODUCTION in the hosiery industry in the 
year ended January 1957 was 5 per cent. greater than in the previous 
12 months, All the increase was concentrated in the first nine months 
of the year, with output reaching a record level in the third quarter. 
In the fourth quarter production was a little less than in the correspond- 
ing period a year earlier. 

Analysis of Sales. The total value of sales by the industry in 1956, 
at £208 million, reached a new high level and was also 5 per cent. 
greater than a year earlier. Export sales decreased by 2 per cent. in 
total over the year but this conceals an increase of 4 per cent. in the 
second half compared with the corresponding period in the previous 
year. 

Socks and Stockings. Sales of women’s stockings have remained 
at about the same level for the last three years but within the totals 
there have b zen increasing sales of fully fashioned types at the expense 
of circular knitted stockings. An increase of 6 per cent. in sales of 
nylon and other synthetic fibre stockings in 1956 compared with the 
previous year was balanced by decreases in sales of rayon and other 
man-made fibre stockings. Total sales of men’s, children’s and infants’ 
hose were all about 3 per cent. lower than in 1955 but there were 
substantial increases in sales of synthetic fibre types. 


Knitted Fabric. The production of warp knitted fabric was 7 per 
cent. less than in 1955. Net sales outside the industry of warp knitted 
fabric were 9 per cent. lower than in the previous year, whilst sales 
of other knitted fabric were 4 per cent. less. 


Other Knitted Goods. Substantial increases were recorded in 
practically all categories of knitted goods compared with the previous 
year. The expansion in this section of the industry continued in the 
last quarter of the year when total sales were 8 per cent. greater than 
in the corresponding period of 1955. Sales in the year 1956, at £111 
million, represented 53 per cent. of the total sales of the industry and 
were 13 per cent. greater than in the previous year. 


Yarn Intake. The total weight of yarn purchased by the industry 
in 1956 was a little more than a year earlier, with United Kingdom 
manufactured yarn accounting for all the increase. A substantial rise 
in purchases of synthetic fibre yarn was offset by a decrease of ‘other 
man-made fibre’ yarns.

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Fall in Cinema Attendances in Fourth Quarter, 1956 


THIS ARTICLE deals with the figures of admissions and gross takings 
in the British cinema industry for the fourth quarter and year,1956. 
In a later issue of the Board of Trade Journal information will be 
given, which te coleman voce © 700k, Aeut Dewan wages 
and salaries, cena COunran ene certain naraver wisi ving obo ruanig 
out of gross takings, e.g. hire and entertainments duty. 

The reduction in cinema attendances last year compared with” was 
1955, which was temporarily interrupted in the third quarter when 
the bad weather favoured cinema going, was resumed in the fourth 
quarter. Attendances in the quarter were 243 millions, 12 per cent. 
less than in the corresponding quarter of 1955. Total admissions for 
the year were 1,101 millions, 81 millions or 7 per cent. less than in 
1955; between 1954 and 1955 also admissions declined by the same 

Proportion. A contributory factor was the net closure during 1956 
of 185 cinemas (representing about 3 per cent. of the total seating 
capaci available at the beginning of the year), although there was 
also a in the average number of admissions per cinema compared 
with a year earlier, a drop which was accentuated in the fourth 
quarter. Increased seat prices introduced during June 1956 maintained 
gross takings in the fourth quarter of 1956 at £24,127,000, a level 
only 4 per cent. less than in the corresponding quarter of 1955. 

These statistics were compiled from 4,325 cinemas, all but three 
of those known to be operating commercially in the exhibition of 
35 mm. filme with a seating capacity of 4,021,000. 

The number of admissions in the fourth quarter was i? ong geet. 
less than that for the previous quarter and gross takings were 16 per 
cent. less, which is rather more than the normal seasonal decrease.

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Arrangements for Collection of 
Colombian Debts 


THe custoMErs of British banks having Bills for collection with 
the latter, due and payable at or before December 31, 1956, in respect 
of imports at the official rate, have been asked by those banks to provide 
details of the Bills and to give authority to the banks to approach 
the Banco de la Republica for a settlement on the lines of those already 
concluded by the Banco de la Republica with United States, German 
and Swedish banks, namely: 


1. Cash payment of 60 per cent. in United States dollars. 

2. Payment of the balance of 40 per cent. in 30 monthly instalments 
by means of scrip certificates in United States dollars and with 
interest at 4 per cent. per annum. 

It is pointed out that creditors who do not reach a settlement will 
become exposed to an exchange risk since under Colombian law the 
debtor discharges his liability on payment in pesos. Creditors are 
asked to treat this matter as one of the greatest urgency and 
to reply to their banks one way or the other as soon as possible, 
but in any case not later than April 23. 

A somewhat different procedure is applicable in the case of creditors 
who have sent Bills for collection direct to Colombian importers and 
to those creditors who have shipped on open account without the 
intervention of a British bank, with or without the intervention of a 
Colombian bank (i.e. a bank operating in Colombia). Any such 
creditor who desires settlement on similar terms for all such out- 
standing accounts, due and payable at December 31, 1956, against 
Colombian importers, should prepare a list of such cutstandings in 
duplicate and send it to a Colombian bank of his own choosing (not 
the Banco de la Republica). 

At the same time the United Kingdom exporter should instruct 
the Colombian holder of the particular items to deliver them, together 
with the peso equivalent and the exchange licence to the Colombian 
bank which he has selected. The selected Colombian bank will, when 
all items on the United Kingdom exporter’s list have been properly 
accounted for, forward the list, together with the duly approved 
licences, to the Banco de la Republica for eventual remittance. In 
these cases the remittance of 60 per cent. cash and 40 per cent. scrip 
will be made through the intermediary of the selected Colombian 
bank. 


Anglo-Brazilian Payments 


THE BANK OF BRAZIL has authorized a further sterling remittance 
of £443,348 under the Anglo-Brazilian Payments Agreement of 
October 1, 1953. This brings the total of remittances authorized up 
to some £32} million and covers all applications for the remittance 
of sterling which were approved by the Bank of Brazil up to and 
including November 26, 1952.

Treasury Tax on Some Imports 


A NEw Turkish Law, No. 6933, provides for the levying of taxes on 
foreign exchange allocated for various categories of imports. The 
“Treasury Share’ tax, which will be collected in Turkish liras, is 
fixed at 20 per cent. of the value of the exchange in the case of raw 
rubber and 40 per cent. for a wide range of manufactured articles 
given below. Petroleum products bear their share on a weight basis. 
This tax became payable as from March 1. 


The goods affected are: 


Salt, sulphur, earths, plasters, cements, rubber manufactures, wood 
timber and manufactures, charcoal, manufactures of stone, plaster, 
cement, asbestos, mica and the like, ceramic products, iron, cast-iron 
and steel, copper, nickel, aluminium, magnesium and beryllium, lead, 
zinc, other common metals, tools, cutlery of common metals, miscel- 
laneous manufactures of common metals, boilers, machinery, mechanical 
apparatus and engines, electrical machinery, appliances and electro- 
technical apparatus, railway rolling stock and equipment, non-electric 
signals for railways, roads, etc., motor vehicles, tractors, motorcycles, 
bicycles and other road vehicles. 


This Treasury tax is not payable for such imports in respect of 
foreign capital investments under Law No. 6224 and oil prospecting 
under Law No. 6326 (Art. 112), imports under the United States 
National Defence Aid Programme in connection with N.A.T.O.

Changes in Import Procedure 


THE FRENCH Journal Officiel of April 6 announced a number of 
modifications to the regulations which were published in the Journaux 
Officiels of March 15 and 16 (see Board of Trade Journal of March 23, 
page 652). These apply as from April 6 and are as follows: 


Import Certificate Procedure 

Where the value f.o.b. or at the French frontier does not exceed 
200,000 French francs, liberalized goods may be imported under 
import certificate procedure. Applications for import licences for 
such goods which have already been submitted to the Office des 
Changes are void and will not be returned to importers. 


Currency Deposit 


(i) IMPORTS AGAINST QUOTAS 

The import of goods under quota arrangements or under import 
programmes or trade agreements will be subject to placing with the 
bank a deposit of 25 per cent. of the value f.o.b. or at the French 
frontier of the goods within ten clear days from the day after the issue 
of the import licence by the Office des Changes. Previously the require- 
ment was that the deposit should be made at the time of application 
for the import licence. The deposit will be refunded at the time of 
the final payment to the supplier for the goods. 


(ii) IMPORTS AGAINST autorisations prealables 

When the importer makes the first payment on account of the goods 
ordered he must deposit with the bank 25 per cent. of the franc 
equivalent of the amount in foreign currency transferred to the 
supplier. This deposit will be refunded three months after the date 
of transfer. For subsequent payments, on cash or credit terms, the 
importer must deposit 25 per cent. of the franc equivalent of each 
payment. These deposits will be refunded as soon as the transfer is 
complete. The rules apply whatever the date of the grant of the 
autorisation prealable.
